The flames then spread 
toa tenement house on Railroad avenue, 
sround the corner from Warren street, and 
ecniinued up Reilroad avenue until six three 
story double tenements, occupied in all by 
reveniy-five families, were consumed. The 
tenants of all the houses were driven into the 
streets in their night clothes, and many of 
them narrowly escaped with their lives. Sev- 
eral buildings facing on Newark avenue were 
badly damaged in the rear. The total loss is 
estimated at $50,000. The origin of the fire is 
unknown. 


Fired by Lightuiog. 

Cievetanp, O., August 13.—About 1-30 this 
morning a fire broke out in the planing mill 
ofthe Sturtevant lumber company. on the 
flats. Three steamers responded to the alarm, 
and by eflective work succeeded in partially 
subduing the flames. The fire broke out 
afresh, however, and at 2:45 a. m. twelve 
etesmers were pouring water on the flames, 
which bedspread to the adjoining lumber 
yard. Their efforts, together with a heavy 
fall of rain, were proving effective, and it was 
thought that the loss would be kept within 
$100,000. It is supposed that a bolt of light- 
hing started the conflagration.

DELUSIVE MBXICAN SUBSIDIBS. 


“Instead of Paying the Money,the Govern- 
ment Carries it as a Debt 


City or Mexico, August 13—The cabinet, 
after a protracted discussion, has decided on 
the nature of the reply to be made to the rep- 
resentatives of the railway companies on the 
question of whether railways were to be ex- 
empt from the operations of the de- 
cree of June 22d. The govera- 
ment bas decided that no exception shal 
be mede in favor of the railroad, and that the 
law of June 22d shall be enforced to the letter. 
The subsidies will be paid, and not one cent 
out of the eustom revenue will be appropriated 
to railroads, which will have to submit to the 
exigencies of the situation. The government 
maintains that it owes the railroads 
nothing, except thesmall amount of subsidy 
which wou'!d have been accrued to them since 
the publication of the decree, and this amount 
end that falling due in future months, will be 
included in the government’s floating debt. 
The government will not even deliver upon 
subsidy certificates to railroads claiming that 
roeds have norighttothem, and even if the 
certificates were still receivable for custom 
daties, the government would not be obliged 


to deliver up more than enough 
to keep the railroads supplied 
with tbe amount required to cover 


their monthly enbsidies. The government 
objects to railroads amessing a large amount 
of certificates and using them as security for 
Joans, and considers that it was lenient to the 
Centra! road before in permitting the com- 
pany to issue debentures with the subsidy cer- 
tificates as security,

MUZZLING THE PRESS. 


The Colcembian Government fat its Work 
of Suppression.* 

Panama, August 13.—The editor of the Star 
sud Herald received a notification the other 
day to the eflect that he should publish no 
more war pews or matter relating to govern- 
ment affairs, ubless the same was sent direct 
from the different secretaries of the govern- 
mentin the public departments, to which 
such matters related. The reason alleged was 
that that sheet was hostile to the govern. 
ment, and martial law allowed the latter to 
muzzle the press. The Star and Herald 
published this notification, and informed its 
readers that hereafter no news of any 
sort relatsng to Colombian affairs, either of- 
ficia] or otherwise, favorable or unfavorable, 
would be admitted to its columns. Denied 
the right of free speech, no official utterances 
would be allowed space in its columns. The 
movers sgainstiree press seriously contem- 
plated suppressing that paper, but they were 
informed that it belonged to an American 
company, end they would consult the best 
interests of the country by leaving it alone. 


PEORIA WHISKY FRAUDS. - 


The “Funny” Barrels Again Eagage Official 
Attention, 

Pritapetpaia, Pa., August 13.—Another 
seizure ot Peoria whisky was made yesterday 
at the railroad depot in this city. The cargo 
numbered about 150 packages, and was com- 
posed ot “funny” barrels of the same pattern 
ss those recentiy found in a wholesale liquor 
establishment here. It has been learned that 
this fraud of the western distilleries upon the 
revenue, is confined, so far asis known, to 


eeveral large concerns in Peoria. Three of 


them bave elready been detected as using the 
barrels, and they have been shipping them 
far and wide. To just what extent the fraud 
bae been practiced, cannot be told yet, be. 
cause the matter is still under investigation. 
The scheme is regarded as one of the 
most gigantic swindles ever 
attempted upon the government, and the en- 
tire country, has been flooded with crooked 
berrels. They are so constructed that the 
gauger’s rods and calipers do not give a true 
register of the contents of the package. 
When tbe liquor has been poured out into 
buckets, it has been found that it measured a 
reater quantity than the gauge rod showed. 
bis led to the investigation and seizure.

ENGLISH VICE. 


THE INDULGBENCBS OF AN ENG- 
LISH GBNTLEMAN. 


4 Girl Lured off from Home, Kep* Five Yearsin Her 
Betrayer’s Power, then Abafidoned end De- 
clared to be a Lunetic-The Confirme- 
tion of the Pall Mall Gazett’es Story. 


Lonpvox, August 13.—Mr, Francis, the gen- 
tleman who yesterday flogged Pearce, of the 
Glasgow shipping firm of John Elder & Bro., 
for the alleged betrayal of the former’s daugh- 
ter, today instituted criminal action against 
Pearce. Yesterday the latter explained the 
difficulty to a reporter of the Pall Mall Gazette 
by seying thatthe charge of seduction was 
falee, and that the whole thing was but a case 
of blackmail ofa peculiarly bad kind. For 
this statement Francis brings his action. He 
says he thought that Pearce had done 
him a wrong sufficiently cruel in 
betrsying his daughter under the guise 
of friendship, without adding the insult of 
describing the family as blackmaiulers. Pearce 
isa rich conservative, and had been selected 
by the tories tostend astheir candidate for 
Glasgow in the coming election. He was re- 
cently appointed to represent the British ship- 
ping interest on the royal commission to 


inquire into the causes ef the depres- 
sicb of Eoglish trade. Mr. Fran- 
cis is a geutleman of respectable 


social standing, and a member of the govern- 
ment civil service, being an inspector of cus- 
tom. Thecrime of which Pearce is accused 
is ope of remarkable atrocity. He beguiled 
the girl away from home five years ago, kept 
her secluded but in luxury in Londoa two or 
three years, until he tired of her,and gradual- 
ly neglected to provide for her necessary liv- 
ing, and when sbe appealed to him for asaist- 
ance. through the Jaxity of the junacy laws 
and eccommodating doctors,had her incarcer- 
ated in a lunatic asylum. Here the parents 
found her, and took her home. She had 
never been insane, but’ had been hysterical 
when she realized that she was abandoned by 
ber betrayer. 

Pearce, the ship builder, says he does not 
intend to notice the action of Francis in 
bringing suit against him for libel, on the 
charge of blackmail, believing, he says, that 
Francisis “cranky.”’ Pearce today attended 
the first sitting of the commission of the trade 
cepreseion. 

Miss Francis, associated with the Pearce- 
Francis scandal, admits that she was intimate 
with Pearce, but says he did not betray her. 
She bes not seen him for three months, and 
since the es she has been trying to 
earn an onest living. She exhonerates 
Peerce, and says her parents only wish to 
bleckmail him.

THE CHOLERA INCREASING. 


The Disease Becuming Epidemic in Mar. 
beilies, 

Maprip, August 13.—There were four thou- 
sand four hundred and thirty-three new cases 
of cholera reported throughout Spain yester- 
dey, and one thousahd six hundred and forty- 
eight deaths from the disease. 

Mapxip, August 13 —There is great excite- 


“ment in Seville over the government proposal 


to abolish the power of the local authorities 
Curing the prevalence of cholera, becausé of 
their inefficiency in sanitation, and to itself 
assume direction of the city’s local affairs. 
The populace are hostile to the doctors and 
averse to any interference in famuly affairs, 
end they stropgly support the local authori- 
ties. Great crowds assembled in all the public 
places Jast evening to discuss the situation, 
and the civil guard was called upon to disperse 
them. 

The ravages of cholera in Granada are hor- 
rible. Scores of victims of the disease drop 
snd die in the streets where in many cases 
they remain for hours before they are gather- 
ed up at night for hurried and unceremonious 
burial in a common trench. 

Thirty-five new cases of cholera and thirty- 
one deaths from disease were reported in this 
city today. Inthe province outside ot the 
city there were 75 new cases and 18 deaths. 
The director of public works and the wife of 
enother government official have succumbed 
to the disease. The municipal authorities 
have decided to demofish the slams. Quiet 
has been restored in Seville. In Saragossa 
the condition of affairs is improviug. Gren- 
eda suffers trom a lack of doctors, and medical 
students have been detailed to attend to the 
patients. ras 

The people of Grenada attribute the visita- 
tion of cholera to Divine wrath, and wear 
amulets to preserve them from disease. 
Priests and sisters of charity are assiduous 
night and day in attending to the wants of the 
euflerers. The archbishop has sold his — 
eges to obtain tunds for the relief of the suif- 
ering people, and has given his palace for an 
hospital. 

Panis, August 13.—Reports received today 
from Marseilles, state that the cholera there 
bas received a fresh impetus —_— to the ex- 
tra report that a number of cases has steadily 
increased, that the disease is unusually fatal 
ip consequence of the heat. hae 

Marszitigs, August 13.—There were thirty- 
five deaths from cholera in this city today. 
Thirteen patients were admitted to the Pharo 
hospital, five of whem subsequently died.

Hairnoxe, August 13 —Cholera is decreas- 
ing. The troops have been withdrawn and

Rome, August 13.—The government is ar- 
ranging to convey the poor Italians employed 
st Merseilles and along the French coast by 
rail to Italy, in order to be able to supervise 
their habits and prevent their infection with 
cholera. The Informer, (newspaper) of this 
city, protests against this action as calculated 
to introduce cholera into Italy, and insists

The town is enjoying 
perfect health. 

Smallpox in Montreal. 

MowtreaL, August 13.—The president of 
the Jocal board of health declares that the 
smal)pox is now epidemic here. The civic 
hospitel is crowded with thirty-six patients, 
and a pew wingis in progress of erection, 
which will hold fifty more patients. 

There have been seventeen deaths from 
smallpox during the last two days, and there 
are thirty patients in the Civic hospital. 
Among the new cases reported are Rev. 
Fathers Langevin and Lanzan, of the Oblate 


fathers.

THE ZANZIBAR DIFFICULTY. 


The German Admira! Bringing the Saltan 
te Terms. 

Zasziear, August 13.—The sultan of Zanzi- 
ber was notified yesterday by Admiral Pasch- 
eb, commanding the German fleet here, that 
upless he complied within twenty-four hours 
with Germany's preliminary demands con- 
cerning the possessions claimed in Zauzibar 
by Germany's subjects, friendly negotiations 
would be dropped.

The Successful) Fafr of the Cobb County Agricultural 
Society- A Speech by Governer Bic Jenisl—

MaxsretTa, August 13.—(Special.}—This was put 
down to be the third and jubilee day of the State 
Agricultural convention.. The jubilee was to be 
beld in conjunction with the fair of the Cob» 
County Agricultural society,on the grounds of 
the Pheonix club, at Union chapel. This Union 
chape) is a small and handsome buildinge,situated 
in a Jarge and beautiful grove on the 
Powder springs road, about three mile 
from Marietta. But the miles were measured by 
a North Carolinian, “with a coon skin, aad the 
tail thrown in for good measure ’’ It is certainly 
the longest three miles to get over in an open 
weron in a driving rain that this particular nos 
mad ever encountered. Yet what would a jabilee 
be worth in a prohibition county without a big 
gully washing and trash moving rain? 

GETTING TO THE GROUNDS. 

The farmers of noble old Cobb had turned out 
en masse, not only themseives and tueir families, 
their sisters, and their cousins and their aunts, 
but they sent to town a regalar army traia of wag- 
ons toconvey the delegates to the fair grounds. 
All who desired to go out and enjoy the splendid 
exhibition and participate in the bountiful din- 
ner which the unexceiled housewifes of Cobb 
head provided, were easily accommodated 
with free transportation. There were, dy actual 
coust, one hundred and eighteen wagon. carriage 
and buggy loads of people taken out of Marietta. 
There were fully fifty other cargoes of humanity 
brought to the grounds from otner directions. 
During the day there were fully one thousand 
persons in attendance, and the occasion 
was ubanjmously pronounced one of 
the grancest in the history of 
the county Itwas indeed a magnificent triumph 
of the pluck, energy aod progressive spirit of the 
Cobb county egriculturists. Their work upon 
this occasion deserves unstinted pratse, and is 
worthy of the most energetic emulation on the 
yart of the farmers of every agricultural countyin 
Georgia.

3ince his commitment trial Rickerson has been 
ccnftined to the Bib» county jail. He has been sul- 
len and not disposed to talk abont his case. 

Yesterday morning, the murderer, for such he 
undoubted}y is, arranged his cell lock s9 that 
when Jailer Birdsong prepared to fasten the 
prisoners in their cells. his door would remain 
upciosed. Jim Phillips, a negro prisoner whom 
Jailer Birdsong bed ordered to sweep the corri- 
dore eurrounding the celis, observed Rickerson 
tampering with the lock, and asked him what he 
was doing. Rickerson supposed that he would 
have Phillip’s support, and told bim that he had 
arranged the lock so that the door could not be 
shut when Jailer Bircsopg entered the corridors 
10 give the prisoders their dinner. 

“When Birdeong gets in bere,” Rickerson con- 
tinned, ‘I’m going to jump out on bim, kill him, 
ana €scape.’’ 

Phillips at once informed Jailer Birdsong oi 
Rickerson’s murderous piso, and steps were at 
once taken to prevent its copsum mation. 

HE CONFESSES THAT HE MURDERED BROWNS, 

THE COXSTITUTION'’S correspondent learned this 
morning, from a perfectly reliable source, that 
Rickerson had confessed that he murdered Harri- 
son Brown. The conitestion was made to thre? 
negro prisoners whom Rickerson considered safe 
repositories of his secret. 

Rickerson Paid that on the night of the murder 
he rode with Brown in his hack to Whippler’s 
stable on Tattnalisquare. He then got outo! the 
back, and leaving Brown to stable the horse,went 
G60Wn to the railroad track, where he lay in wait 
for bis victim. When Brown crossed the track, 
op bie way home, Rickerson stopped him and 
seked him to lend him some money. Brown said 
that he couldn’t do it, as he had but just money 
enough to [psy his debts. Rickerson then 
struck him oon the head, knocking him 
down, and spreng upon bim and cut his 
throat with a pocket knife. After the murder 
Riekerson took’ Brown’s body up and placed it on 
the track. He then rified the murdered man’s 
pockets of twenty dollars, leaving one dollar in 
silver. This dollar was found next morning by the 
coroner's jury. Having completed his terrible 
work, Rickerson went home. 

It is believed, now that Rickerson has confessed, 
that there wil) be but little difficuliy in obtaining 
aiditional testimcny against him, feveral mys- 
terious Lints from unknown parties, suggesting 
possible reyelations, have been made, The police 
sre searching for these parties, and will doubtless 
fod them.

THE VETERANS. 


Zhe Ke- Union of the Foarth Georgia teg'- 
meutio Milledgevilic, 

MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga.; August 15.—[Special.}— 
Tuesday, sleeveless arms and wooden and cork 
legs began to show the assembling of veterans of 
the Fouith Georgia regiment. The evening train 
from Maconand strange carriages and buggies 
on the _ streets, brought. many  wafr- 
wor soldiers, and Wednesday morning's 
trains came loaded, At% o’elock the Baldwin 
Biues and a long line of veterans marched to the 
M. and A. railroad depot to meet and escort Gen- 
eral Phil Coek and comrades, to the college bafld- 
ing, where the interesting ceremonies of this ocs 
casion took place. 

The Fourth Georgia was orgauized at Norfolk iu 
1861, Genera’ George Do'es, Wao, as brigaiier 
general, gallantly lost his life at Cold Harbor, being 
elected their first colonel. 
first to take the field, fought in many of the con- 
federacy’s teverest battler, and laid down arms 
at the close. They were engaged in the battles of 
King’s schoolhouse, Malyern Hill, Sharpsburg, 
around Washington, Petersburg, Chancellorsville, 
Cold Harbor and many others. A look at the 
crowd here—missing limbs and scarred faces—is 
more convincivg than words to speak their valor. 

When Colonel George Doles was promoted to 
brigadier general he was sueceeded by Phil Cook, 
Colonel Cook was succeeded by William Willis. 
Among the old soldiers present at this reunion 
are Adjutant General Fletcher Snead, Captain 
Curley, Captain J. Caraker, Surgeon Philpot, Cap 
tain Carson, Ceptain C. R. Exell, and many others 
of the old officers, 

In the college chapel, Colonel Snead inthe chair, 
reunion exercise were.inaugurated by comrade J. 
W. Butts in a brief address welcoming the 
visitors. This was responded to by Roland 


B. Hali, of Macon. Next General Snead was loudly . 


called for and for about fifteen minutes spoke a 


stirring retroepeetive speech that called for fre-. 


quent and hearty applause. 

Surgeon Phitpot upon being enthusiastically 
catled for responded in a humorous and enliven- 
ing addrers of about 20 minutes.

Captain Carson was 
next invited upon his feet by his comrades, and 
spoke of the past, present and future. He sug- 
gested that Mra. General Doles and daughter. of 
this city, be asked for an introduction of eaca and 
every veteran to her, while they are bere. 

A letter was read by Mr. Reland Hall from Gen 
era' D.H.Hill regretting his unavoidable inability 
to be present here. ‘ 

Mrs. General Doles heiug present, was. escorted 
to the rostrum, and was approached by and shook 
the bandof every old soldier. 

Captain Gorman was next invited tothe rostrum 
and spoke a feeling address 

Letters from absent comrades who could not 
attend, were read by the secretary. It was ordered 
that rolls of surviving members of each company 
be prepared aud handed to the secretary. 

After much routine work was gove through of 
periecting the reorganization of the regiment, the 
body * adjourned o the Qoonee heuse, 
where INaAny of our citizens had 
had prepared a sumptuous dinner, which was 
enjoyed by the veterans and the Baldwin Blues.

‘AN EXCITING DEBATE 


jn 1HB HOUSS OVAR A LOCAL BILL 
YBSTERDAY. 


mr. Basow’s Bill to Make ita Misdemeanor to Fish 
or duvton Oertein Lends Gets upa Discus. 
sion—Bilison Third Readiug—The Pro. 
esodirngs of the Senate—Notea. 


Yesterday the house had another exciting 
debate on @ local bill. Two or three days ago 
the body refused to pass a law to keep people 
out of Mr. W. J. Trippe’s swamp, in Dooly 
county, and yesterday Mr. Eason, of Terrell, 
provght up for third reading, a bill to make 
ita miedemesnor for any one to fish or hunt 
op certain Jots of land ia Terrsll county. 

JUDGE HARRELL HITS IT. 


Judge Herrell, the war horse of the consti- 
tution, attacked the constitutionality of the 
pill. He said he was against giving to the 
owners of that land any protection that was 
not sccorded to their neighbors. He said it 
was a wrong species of legislation and would 
do more harm than good. — 

Mr. Eason—Will you please explain what 
right one man has upon the lands of another? 

Mr. Harrell—None whatever without per- 
mission. By the common law ot England, 
which we have adopted, a 
man can no more go upon the lands of another 
witbout permission than he can enter his 
castle. The provisions for the protection of 
the rights of the people are now ample and 
suficient. I would, however, vote tora gen- 
ere] Jaw on this subject. Atthesame time 1 
obiect most seriously to singling out one man 
or one lot of land and granting priviliges not 
granted to the people generally. 

TIT FOR TAT. 

Mr. Watkins, of Gilmer, proposed to amend 
by providing that the parties so privileged 
should not be allowed to fish or hunt on other 
people's lands. : 

Mr. Eaton spoke in support of the bill. 

Mr. Bartlett esked him what provision there 
was forletting a man know when he was oa 
the laud. 

Mr Eeson said aman would know it was 
not his own land and that he should keep of 
of it. 

Mr. Bartlett—I think there ought to besome 
way to til theline. An innocent man might 
get in jail for simply catching a minnow. 

Mr. Eason said the land sought to be pro- 
tected westhe hog range of adozen private 
citizene, and that men went in there to catch 
fish and kill equirrels, and killed hogs. He 
said you could not raise hogs where 
the people were continually fishing and 
hunting, and that it was as important to pro- 
tect the farmers as it was to pass bills to pre- 
vent the sale of whisky in three miles of the 
varicus country churches. 

THE AMENDMENT WITHDRAWN. 

Mr. Butt, of Marion, asked if- the amend- 
ment was germain. 

The speaker said that he did not care to de- 
cide so momentous a judicial question, and 
Mr. Watkins withdrew the amendment. 

Mr. Russell, of Harris, offered an amend- 
ment providing that the line be marked by 
stakes and notices put plainly around the lots. 

The amendment was accepted. 

Mr. Boyd, of Lumpkin, strongly opposed 
the bill. Hesaid there would be no end of 
local bills if there was to be one for every 
man who owned a wild land lot and desired to 
keep his neighbor off of it. 

Mr. Lumpkin, of Dade, spoke against the 
bill. Hesaid that under it if a man went on 
the Jend hunting for his cows, he could be 
snatched up as a criminal; or a stranger pass- 
ing the big road witha gun might step into 
the woods to walk in the shade and be arrest- 
ed, and his mouth would be closed. 

THEY ARE GOOD PEOPLE. 

Mr. Eeson said the owners of the land were 
as good men as live on God’s green earth. A 
man’s got no business prowling around an- 
other man’s Jand. 

The bill was put on iis passage and received 
£0 votea, eight short of the requisite number 
i¢- wes avout to be lost, when Mr. Eason called 
for the ayes and nays. 

Mr, Clay, of Cobb, secured the floor and 
gpoke in favor of the biil. 

A motion to adjourn was carried, and the 
bill will come up again today as unfinished 
business.

Sepator Rankin, having the floor at the hour 
of scjournment Wednesday, was given the 
oor w conelude his argument. He stated 
that $14,000,000 of railroad roperty was ex- 
em pt from taxation, on! $32,000,000 ere re- 
turned for taxation. 6 total valuation of 
railroad property in Georgia was $75,000,000.

the bill wes one that nad or its purpese ‘ths 
reising of revenue, and that the constitution 
required that such bills should originate in 
the house. He made a short argument in 
sppport of his point oforder. Mr. Davidson 
afterwards withdrew his point of order and 
submitted what he had said as a constitutional 
gag against the bill, 

r. Rankin resumed his argument. He 
admitted that the railroads iow paid a state 
tax, but that they paid no county taxes. The 
bill provided for levying on all ‘kinas of rail- 
road property for taxes, and if the tax was not 
paid, to sell the property levied on and make 
the taxes out of the proceeds of the sale, in 
the same way as taxes are collected on private 
property. The fact of different rates of taxa- 
tion in different counties amounted to nothing. 
it en individuel had property in more than 
one county he was compelled to pay the tax of 
the county in which his property was located, 

Mr. Johnson said that all the legal points in 
the bili had been discussed. He was not a 
lawyer, and would not discuss the legal points 
in the case, but would endeavor to touch upon 
some of the features of the measure under dis- 
cussion that had not been brought out. It had 
been said that the object of the bill was to 
‘quelize the burden of taxation. Under the 
present Jaw the railroads gave in their prop- 
erty for taxation, and the whole state got the 
benefits of the revenue raised in that way. 
Tbe bill under discussion gave to the counties 
through which railroad lines ran 
n revenue from railroad property 
located in that county, while 
in counties baving no railroad no extra reve- 
nue could be raised fromthis source. He be- 
lieved thatif this extra tax was levied, the 
railroads would raise their rates, and in this 
wey the bill would work a hardship upon the 
people. By the present law the people of the 
entire state are getting equal benefits from the 
revenue raised from taxing railroad property. 
Under the provisions of the bill being discuss - 
ed, certain counties would get the benefits of 
the reyenue raised in this way, while others 
would not. 

Mr. Thornton was against the bill. He be- 
lieved in festering the railroads. They were 
a great benefit tothe people, and he was op- 
posed to doing anything to cripple them. 

We have now twothousand miles of rail 
reads in the state, and would like to see two 
thousand more. He did not want tu see new 
enterprises crippled in their infancy. The 
bulk of capital to build these railroads came 
from the north, and he did not 
want any impediment thrownin the way of 
railroad enterprises. Senator Thornton, in 
his argument, stated that he was in. favor of 
building more railroads, canals, or other en- 
terprises of like character, as he believed that 
they would benefit the state. President Car- 
top said tbat he had looked up a precedent for 
ruling upon the point of order 
raised by Mr. Davidson. He said that he had 
found a precedent sustaining his view, which 
was that the point of order raised by Mr. Da- 
vidson was in order. 

Mr. Davidson resumed his argument against 
the bill on constitutional grounds. The meas- 
ure undoubtedly wasa bill to raise revenue, 
and as such should have originated in the 
house. 

Mr. Colley agreed with the senator from the 
eighth (Davideon) that the bill was unconsti- 
tutional. Besides this he was opposed to 
the bill, as it wouid throttle 
various enterprises now on foot 
ih Georgia. In his district three counties were 
now trying to build arailroad. At tho pres 
ent time there were more railroads under con- 
templation in Georgia that at any time in her 
history. Weare verging upon era of great 
prosperity, and nothing should be done to 
block railroad enterprises. It was claimed 
that the railroads did not return their proper- 


‘ty at thetrue valuation, while the people 


were compelled to return theirs at full value. 
He did not think that the people in every ins- 
tance returned property at its full value. 

Mr. Maddox said that the object of the bill 
was nottoraise revenue. Ke did not think 
that one dollar had been invested in the state, 
or even would be forthe purpose of building 
railroads when the parties putting in their 
mopey believed that they would be exempted 
from the payment of taxes on their invest- 
ment. He wanted to see both corporations 
and individuals to pay. taxes alike. 

Mr. Cabaniss made a brief but powerful 
argument _— the bill. He took the ground 
that the bill was to raise revenue and had no 
other object in view. 

Mr. Hoyle spoke agaiast the bill. He 
wented to see nothing done that would crip- 
ple raiJroad enterprises 

Mr. Traylor said thatthis bill would work 
great injury tothe weak railroads, aed that 
he was pot ip favor of doing anything to in- 
jure them. He would vote against the bill. 

Mr. Cabaniss moved to prolong the mornin 
session until the bill was disposed of. Agre 
to. 

Mr. Rankin made the concluding argument 
for the bill. 

Mr. Brown offered a substitute for section 
1, which was to require the tax assessors of the 
various counties to make their returns to the 
comptroller general, who was to pro rate the 
tax and give each county the amouat that it 
was entitied to. The substitute was lost, The 
bill was then voted upon and lost. The vote 
was as follows:

EX-CONFEDERATES AND FBDERAL PEN: 
SIONS. 

The recent statement that several ex-con- 
federate soldiers bad received a federal pen- 
sion, bas been commented on in various 
quarters with some degree of doubt. Never- 
theless, itis a fact that quitea number of 
ex- confederate soldiers may be entitled toa 
federal pension. 

The Washington correspondent of the B)s- 
ton Journal alludes to the case of those con- 
federate soldiers who, while prisoners of war, 
took the oath of allegiance to the United 
States, enlisted in the federalarmy and re- 
ceived ditebilities while in the lineof duty as 
federal soldiers, and says there has always 
been a suspicion among those familiar with 
the disposition of ex-confederate prisoners 
that a considerable number of these prisoners 
enlisted in the union army, but for reasons 
that can well be understood the federal au- 
thorities at the time did not make the fact 
public, and the confederate-union soldiers 
would not be likely at thattime, or since, to 
mention the fact that they had been soldiers 
in the two armies. 

It was not to be assumed that the enlist- 
ment of ex-confederates inthe union army 
was due toany love for the federal cause; 
these enlistments were the result, rather, of 
the hopelessness of the ex-confederates at 
their situation, and, doubtless, many enlisted 
in the expectation that they would have an 
opportunity to desert to the confederate 
lines. It can be proved from the records of 
the war depariment that two Illinois regi- 
ments were recruited to a considerable ex- 
tent {rcm confederate prisoners confined at 
the time in Camp Douglas, at Chicago. 

This enlistment of confederates took place 
in 1862, prior to the general exchange of . 
prisoners. This statement is sustained by a 
communication from the war department to 
Captain Hiram R. Enoch, formerly of Rock- 
ford, Il]., now a resident of Baltimore, who, 
in 1862, was.provost.marehal at Camp LDoug- 
las, Captain noch at the time kepta pri- 
vate register of all the confederate prisoners 
at that port and of the disposition of them. 
He has furnished a tranecript of that record. 
From the official records of the adjutant 
gereral’s ciiice, in the report as to the num- 
ber of confederate prisoners of war.contined 
at Camp Dovglies prison prior and sabsequent 
to November 1, 1862, with the disposition of 
the same, it appears that out of the prisoners 
there were enlisted in the United States 
army prior tg November f!, 1862, 212, and 
eubsequent to November 1, 1862, 1,135. The 
adjutent gereral notes thatin the majority 
of cares the federal’ organization in which 
these men enlfsted, is not shown by the re- 
cords on file. The private register of Cap- 
tain Enoch, however, does show the regi- 
ments in which these ex-confederates were 
enlisted. The entry in his book made atthe 
time, relative to thege prisoners, is as fol- 
lowe: ‘Enlisted in the Twenty-third and 
Siaty-fifth Llinois regiments, 229.” It is 
possible, therefore, that of these 229 confed- 
erate recruits for the union army, some may 
have received pensions.

CHICAGO MISINFORMATION. 

The Chicago Tribune makes what pretends 
to be a comparison between the condition of 
the negro atthe south and the condition of 
the negro at the north. According to that 
journal the negroes at the north are on the 
high road to prosperity, while the negroes at 
the south arein a state of barbarism that 
bids fair to be perpetua!, unless the great and 
glorious north hangs up a “hoodoo’’ bag in 
the ’simmon tree and compels the inglorious 
south to put an end to the ku klux busi- 
ness, 

The Tribune is evidently of the opinion 
that the negroes at the north have more rap: 
idly advanced than the negroes at the south, 
but it is very evident that the editor of that 
peper knows nothing about the matter. The 
New York Tribune declares that the negroes 
in that city are extremaly poor, and the same 
may be said of the negroes in every northern 
city.

It took 152 barrels of beer, 
89 gallons of whisky, 19 gallonsof gin, 7 gallons of 
plain alcohol and 2’, galions of brandy to keep 
his customersin good health during. that time 
Another notable feature of the Iowa form 
of sickness is that itis chronic. Nobody is ever 
cured. Whether the disease for which the medi- 
cine is purchased be called cholera orsnake bite, 
patient neither dies nor gets well. The same pa- 
tients continue to use the same prescription 
month eftermonth, There are many indications 
that the patients do not want to get we!!—that, in 
fact, they would rather suffer with their disease 
than enjoy the mostrobust health in the world. 
It is to be feared that while thelaw remains as it 
is, Iowa will be the most unhealthy state in the 
union.
